INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  TAKING  THE  POLL. 


Inasmuch  as  a  correct  poll  of  the  voters  of  a  precinct  is  the  basis  of  our  success,  neces- 
sarily this  should  be  done  thoroughly,  to  the  end  <that  we  may  secure  all  of  the  information 
possible  concerning  each  voter. 

A  poll  should  not  be  taken  by  sitting  down  and  thinking  of  who  lives  here  and  who 
lives  there  and  what  their  politics  are,  or  what  you  think  they  are,  or  what  they  used  to  be. 
There  must  be  no  guess  work  about  it.  Too  often  a  voter  is  marked  "Doubtful"  when  as  a 
matter  of  fact  it  is  simply  because  ithe  person  who  polled  the  precinct  did  not  take  the  time  to 
find  out  what  this  person's  politics  was,  but  simply  marked  it  "Doubtful."  A  doubtful  voter 
is  one  who  when  interviewed  really  does  not  know  which  way  he  is  going  to  vote  and  this  is 
the  only  class  of  voters  who  should  be  marked  in  the  "Doubtful"  column. 


IT  IS  VERY  IMPORTANT  THAT  YOU  — 

First :  Write  plainly  and  be  sure  and  getj  the  first  name  of  voters.  Never  list  a  voter  as 
"Mr."  Jones,  but  get  his  full  name. 

Second :  Exercise  extreme  care  in  listing  Street  Numbers  and  Post  Office  addresses. 

Third :  Indicate  in  the  proper  column  whether  the  person  is  a  man  or  a  woman  voter 
and  the  proper  politics.  In  this  connection  we  make  the  suggestion  'that  too  often  the  wife 
is  classed  the  same  politically  as  her  husband.  Many  times  this  is  not  true  and  therefore  each 
voter  should  be  interviewed  where  there  is  any  question  about  the  politics. 

Fourth :  Indicate  all  First  Voters,  Colored  Voters,  Soldiers  and  Absent  Voters.  Make 
particular  inquiry  for  Absent  Voters  and  be  sure  and  get  their  Post  Office  address  so  that 
Applications  for  Absent  Voters'  Ballots  can  be  sent  them.  Soldiers  should  be  designated 
by  G.  A.  R.  for  Civil  War;  M.  W.  for  Mexican  War;  S.  A.  for  Spanish-American  War; 
W.  W.  for  World  War,  and  R.  A.  for  regular  army. 


REMEMBER  — 

The  large  index  book  is  not  to  be  used  for  taking  the  poll  in.  The  poll  is  to  be  taken  in 
the  small  books  and  then  carefully  transcribed  into  the  large  index  book. 

In  the  column  for  Telephone  Numbers  put  the  telephone  number  down  of  each  voter 
where  they  have  a  'phone,  as  it  will  aid  greatly  in  getting  out  the  vote  on  election  day. 

Above  all  things  if  a  poll-taker  does  not  know  a  voter's  politics  he  should  not  guess  at 
what  they  may  be,  but  inquire  until  he  is  satisfied  that  he  knows. 

Upon  all  LaFollette  voters  please  indicate  under  the  head  of  "Remarks"  as  to  whether 
the  voter  was  a  former  Democrat  or  Republican. 

The  Committeeman  of  each  precinct  should  read  over  these  instructions  carefully  and 
endeavor  to  carry  out  these  instructions.  Where  the  poll  is  taken  by  districts  each  one  who 
takes  the  poll  should  read  over  these  instructions  carefully  so  that  they  will  be  carried  out. 
Where  it  is  possible  in  a  large  township  or  precinct  where  more  than  one  takes  the  poll  the 
precinct  Committeeman  should  assemble  his  poll-takers  or  see  them  individually  and  give 
each  these  instructions  because  the  carrying  out  of  them  will  mean  much  and  will  aid  us  much 
in  the  campaign. 

The  large  index  book  is  to  be  made  out  with  pen  and  ink  and  written  as  plainly  as 
possible.
